One (PACT) guarantees the basic education expenses will 
be paid, regardless of what the stock market does or how high ex- 
penses rise during the years between the program sigh up and ac- 
tual college enrollment. This plan costs.a fixed amount, which can 
be paid in regular monthly payments. The second is more flexible 
in both payment into and usage at college, but carries no guaran- 
teed of total amount. It can even be used for graduate school. Par- 
ents, and/or grandparents. may contribute any amount, or varying 
amounts to this tax free fund. Both are’ free from income tax: and 
both are transferable (or refundable) if the original designated 
child doesn’t use them, For additional information someone may.

tion between state and federal 
authorities. Regulating our fi- 
nancial markets is an enormous 
challenge that requires the 
combined efforts of state and 
federal regulators to protect the 
integrity of the marketplace and 
to shield consumers from fraud 
and abuse. State securities reg- 
ulators must not be preempted 
or marginalized as mere advis- 
ers to federal authorities. Par- 
ticularly in the areas of 
enforcement, licensing _ and 
compliance examinations, state 
regulators add an indispensable 
layer of consumer protection. 
Second, the new approach 
must. take advantage of oppor- 
tunities to streamline this col- 
laborative . system. — Better 
interagency communication is 
the key to greater efficiency. To 
facilitate communication, the 
President’s Working Group on 
Financial Markets should be 
expanded to include represen- 
tatives from the state agencies 
that regulate banking, insurance

and securities, Existing federal 
and state agencies also need 
better monitoring practices to 
detect risk in financial markets, 
share their findings with one 
another and develop coordi- 
hated responses. 

Third, the new approach 
must guarantee that no markets 
escape regulation, Gaps in the 
current regulatory system have 
allowed an enormous. amount 
of capital to be traded on 
opaque financial ‘markets, free 
from licensing, oversight and 
enforcement. Closing these reg- 
ulatory gaps would. ensure 
greater transparency for all fi- 
nancial markets, products and 
participants. 

Fourth, the new approach 
must demand higher standards 
of conduct in all financial sec- 


tors. In the area of securities 
regulation, authorities’ should ~ 


impose the fiduciary duty on all 
securities. professionals . who 
dispense investment advice; in- 


cluding broker-dealers, Every’ 


sector must be held to more 
stringent accounting standards 
and capital requirements to en- 
sure transparency and solvency 

Finally, the new ‘approach 
must toughen punishments for 
those who. violate ‘securities 
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laws. Lawmakers should in- 
crease the enforcement budgets 
for state and federal regulators 
to fund aggressive investiga- 
tions into those who abuse the 
consumer’s trust. Consumers 
must also be assured the right 
to seek private action against 
sellers of fraudulent financial 
products. 

State securities regulators 
also must continue to provide a 
valuable layer of protection that 
— in conjunction with their fed- 
eral counterparts and industry 
self-regulators —insulates the 
investing public, the markets 
and the overall economy from 
subsequent financial freezes.

Attorney General Troy King 
and Alabama’ Securities Com- 
mission Director Joseph Borg 
have issued'a consumer alert to 
raise awareness about potential 
“International Lotteries. and 
Sweepstakes - Scams” being 
conducted over the internet, by 
mail and telephone, This con- 
sumer alert was generated due 
to.a recent increasé of inquiries 
from citizens in Alabama con- 
cerning international lotteries 
and sweepstakes notifications, 

The Identity Theft Lottery. or 
Sweepstakes Scam; The crimi- 
nal contacts consumers’usually 
by email to congratulate them 
on Winning an international lot- 
tery or a> sweepstakes con- 
ducted by-a major corporation. 
The winner is encouraged to 
contact a claims agent ata pro- 
vided email address. Next the 
clain) agent may send a form to 
verify victim’s, identity.. Some- 
times victims are asked to send 
copies of driver's license or 
passports for proof of identifi- 
cation and bank account num+ 
bers that lottery winnings may 
be deposited in. 

Joseph Borg, Director of the 
Alabama Securities Commis- 
sion, says, “Once you’ have 
given your identity information 
to a stranger you are a potential 
target to have money with- 
drawn from your accounts. or 
unauthorized expenditures 
charged to your credit cards, 
The.thieves that, promote these 
scams are difficult to find. On 
the internet, they can send‘out 
thousands of letters to people 
all over the world, The scam 
artists stay on the move and by 
the time they are caught your 
money is usually gone!” 

The Upfront Fee Lottery or 
Sweepstakes Scam: The crimi- 
nal contacts the consumer by 
email or regular US mail to 
congratulate them on winning a 
lottery or sweepstakes. The 
consumer is asked to provide 
upfront fees to. cover taxes, 


: legal. fees-or other expenses to 


process the winnings. Victims 
are given options to transfer the 
money. In some Cases victims 
are sent.a bogus check larger 
than the fee; the: victim cashes 
the check and sends the money 
via, Western Union—-later the 
winnings check bounces. Vic- 
tims may-be asked to pay’ fees 
or-open an: account with a 
“bogus” specified bank requir- 
ing.a large initial deposit to 
open—the initial deposit is.later 
lost: Some victims have even 
traveled across the World and 
upon arrival they were asked to 
pay'a release fee in cash; then 
they received their large win- 
nings in counterfeit cash. 

Alabama Attomey. General, 
Troy King says, “International 
lotteries are illegal according to 
Federal and State laws! This 
should be the first “Red. Flag” 
or a strong indication to avoid 
responding to an international 
lottery or sweepstakes: with 
claims that.sound too good to 
be true.

I remember hearing a wildlife 
biologist. make’ the staternent 
that a \deer’s vision.» and ‘ a 
human’s vision,“ was approxi- 
mately equal, I’m not qualified 
to argue’ with him scientifically 
on that statement,.but [wonder 
if he has been around the same 
deer-T have..Where I’ hunt deer; 
I’m, convinced the deer would 
score. higher on an eye exam 
than I, 

His statement may, be, true if 
they. are both looking straight 
ahead at the same object, but the 


‘ deer has far superior peripheral 


vision. A’deer’s eyes protrude 


slightly and are set back one the : 


side of the head, This position- 
ing gives the deer a very wide 
field .of view. ‘They can see 
everywhere . without ‘moving 
their head with the exception of 
a $mall-area directly behind the 
head. And even this area can be 
quickly observed with ‘a‘slight 
tum of the head. They. can see 
360 degrees without moving 
from their tracks. 

Another. difference in human 
vision and a deer’s is the ability 
of the deer to see Well in low 
light conditions. The light cells 
in'a deer’s retina are predomi- 
nately rods, This type of cell is 
geared to seeing in dim light so 
well that a deer can see well 
enough to be active 24 hours a 
day, 

‘ The human eye contains a 
mixture of rods and cones. Since 
our eye has more cones-than a 
deer's; we can see color better 
than a deer, Also our eyes are,set 
close together on the. front por- 
tion of the skull and are set 
slightly back into the skull. This 
arrangement reduces our field of 
view, but enables both eyes to 
focus on a distant object at the 
same time. Because of this we 
have better depth perception 
than a deer and can distinguish 
objects from their background 
better than a deer can. 

Since deer have an advantage 
of peripheral vision but the dis- 
advantage of limited depth per- 
ception, hunters can take 
advantage of both, Make sure 
that your stand, whether on the 
ground or in a tree is not sky 
lighted, After placing a stand, 
walk out to where you assume 
you may see a deer, sit on the 
ground and look toward your
